DANGEROUS LUNATIC. 

At the Central Criminal Court, William 
George Reece Rodman, 43, porter, was in- 
dicted for wounding Thomas Chester with 
intent to murder him or to do him grievous 
bodily harm.—It was stated that prisoner had 
been under the impression that there were 
persons going about who were banded to- 
gether to take his life or to 1n;nre him. On 
the morning of Jan. 17 prisoner purchased a 
knife with a brown handle, ^hoosiag one with 
а handle of that colour because, he said, it 
would not show blood. Later or. in the day 
he was seen in Leadenhall Market, where pro- 
secutor is employed. Prosecucor knew the 
prisoner by sight as working in the market, 
but had never spoken to him.

PERILS OF THE SEA. 

On Wednesday, there arrived in Liverpool 
Capt. Pickells, of the Nova Scotian brigan- 
tine Prussia, who, with bis crew, had ex- 
perienced a terrible time in the North 
Atlantie before being rescued, and their ship 
abandoned as a hopeless wreck. The vessel 
set out from Cuba on Jan, 22 for Philadelphia 
with mahogany and cedar wood and man- 
pau ore. When six days out a heavy gale 

rom the south-west carried away the sails, 
and again, on Feb. 7, the ship was struck by 
a heavy north-west gale. The continuons 
and increasing force of the gale caused great 
damage to the hull of the vessel, and immense 
volumes of water were shipped. By Feb, 10 
the ship was divested of her masts and left 
rudderless, and though the pumps were kept 
going continuously the water rose at the rate 
of Hin. per hour. When in this perilous 
position the crew sighted the Iran, Capt. 
ennings, and Capt. Pickells acceded to their 
entreaties to abandon the vessel, Distress 
signals were hoisted, and under circum- 
stances of great peril the crew were rescued 
by the lifeboat of the Iran.

DESTRUCTIVE FIRES IN LONDON. 

A serious fire, which was attended with 
some very exciting incidents, broke out shortly 
after 4 o'clock on Thursday morning at the 
King’s Arms public-house, 83, Brook-street, 
Ratcliff, E., of which Mr. E. G. Chapman is 
the proprietor.
